When the Transportation ^ict 
of 
t92U really began in succeeding years 
under the Harding administration to 
operate, some of the railroad execu­

Now the heads of the I Ilion ami 
the railroad executives have discover­ 
ed that it is far better for them to 
agree on a machinery to maintain 
peace than to be subjected to what 
they consider the arbitrary acts of a 
Governmental body like the Baited 
states Labor Board. 
It is also true 
that much of tin* value of the Panji 
portation act vias lost. due to til** fail­ 
ure to use the local adjustment boards 
in solving smaller disputes which were 
constant sources of irritation 
W ith the railroad executives and 
labor leaders in agt cement now on a 
practical 
plan 
for industrial 
peace, 
there i- little doubt that Congress will 
enact the necessary legislation and 
that it will have the active support 
of President Coolidge. 
The chief characteristic of tin* new 
plan is that, while adjustment boards 
are provided on both a regional and 
a national basis, these* boards will not

to bring about a a* ttlement. the board 
is required to ‘‘make an effort to in­

a method of selecting arbi­ 
tration hoards Is also provided,

the board of mediation fails, it them 
notifies th** President of the United 
Slates, who is authorized to create a 
special board to investigate and report 
within thirty days. 
This really means 
i Iud as a last resort a board of review 
of new personnel is to be available, 
the principal function of which will be 
to state the facts in such a way as to 
mould public opinion. 
For, after all, 
public opinion is to be the only force 
used in bringing peace 
All efforts 
to compel peace by law*, or by Govern­ 
ment tribunal clothed with th** power 
of the courts, has been abandoned. 
This is not a compromise, but a re 
v cts ion to th** viewpoint of both the 
labor leaders and th** railroad execu­ 
tives, who have contended for five 
years that tin* old Newland- aet with 
its board of mediation was a much 
better instrumentality for maintain­ 
ing peace than the present railroad 
boa I’d. which, of course, would lie abol­ 
ished if the new plan is adopted by 
(’engross, as seems assured.
